THE PARIS STILL FAST. 


Coverack, Cornwall, May 24.—5 p. 


m.—The attempt just made to float 
the American line steamer Paris has 
proved unsuccessful. The position of 
the Paris is unchanged and the 
weather continues favorable.

Then Tfcat "It !• Eaoagh to Make 
One Wt*h to Abandon Such a Cow- 
try:" aa Opinion He Sabie^aently 
Learned to Share. 
William Waldorf Astor tells why he 


quitted America. 


The form that he uses is not "to 


quit," but "to abandon," which is 
graver. He refutes a pretty legend of 
New York that lands of the Astors were 
uot for sale. He says, "So silly and 
narrow minded a rule could be imagined 
by very 'silly and narrow minded peo- 
ple." 


He might have added, "To wit—the 


New Yorkers," but he has courtesy. 
He calls Powers, sculptor of "The 
Greek Slave," Power, the United States, 
"the poor man's country;" descendants 
of the colonists, men who "have risen 
to the level of jnere tillers of the soil." 
He does these things in bis biography 
of his great-grandfather, John Jacob 
Astor, which has just appeared, and in 
The Pall Mall Magazine, which sum- 
marizes the biography. 


He prints a genealogy of the Astor 


family which is an Odyssey. Pedro 
d'Astcrg of Castile, followed the Count 
of Toulouse to France and to the Cru- 
sades. He was killed at the taking of 
Jerusalem in 1100. Jean Jacques d'As- 
torg fled to Germany in 1604, at the 
revocation of the edict of Nantes. His 
grandson, John Jacob Astor, came to 
America in 1784. The letter's great- 
grandson, William Waldorf Astor, has 
removed to England. 


He begins by saying in the summary 


of bis biography: 


"I have otten had occasion to remem- 


ber a rcinaik made with droll solemnity 
by 
tho Ameiican sculptor, Hiram 


Power, at his studio in Florence 34 
yeais ago, 'Wealth is nothing.' And I 
ircall thcMj words because they repre- 
sent pve eminently the chaiacteristic 
and distinctive opinion of a large por- 
tion of the miginal American colonists 
and of their descendants. I failed to 
1 ecome a conveit to Mr. Power's New 
England philosophy, wlieieof so many 
like plumes and obiter dicta are cur- 
rent in familiar American pailance." 


He is in»L'nuoufi and interesting, but 


it is gad that be Hoes not know better 
the name of Power. He tells of the 


< riginal John Jacob A«tor's coming to 
New York and gives the story of his 
life. 
Mr. Astor describes his great- 


grandfather's travels, his recreations 
and his friends, and saya. 


"In America my great-grandfather's 


life and character have been distorted 
and caricatured until only an odd tra- 
vesty survives. By the press, in particu- 
lar, with the exception of a few serious 
journals, he IMS been continually derided 
and leviled with that spirit of pure ma- 
lignity which pursues the successful 
man. 
It is not democratic to climb so 


high. 


"The value of snch criticism may be 


estimated by what transatlantic news- 
papers say of one another in the heat of 
their occasional rivaliies. At such times 
each can be trusted to tell the unvar- 
nished truth about the other, and it is 
not infrequently made to appear that 
there exists no ampler copiousness of 
meanness and vulgarity, no grosser ex- 
hibition of ignorance, no coarser pro- 
fanation of private life, of modesty, of 
the defenseless, or of domestic sorrow, 
than tills the columns of these lepers 
white as snow 


"And yet such is the infirmity of out 


nature that it is difficult for an indi- 
vidual to disregard the depressing influ- 
ence of an habitual atmosphere of per- 
sonal abuse. I remember when a lad 
hearing my father say of some of the 
most virulent of these attacks, 'It is 
enough to make one wish to abandon 
snch a country!'—an opinion I subse- 
quently learned to share." 


Mr. Astor does not tell what these 


attacks were. One may not judge if 
they were graver than one that provok- 
ed his suit for libel against the Daily 
Mail of London. That newspaper had 
published a report of his having given a 
dinner on the trunk of a California tree. 
He asked for $5,000 damages, and was 
satisfied on Feb. 7 with an apology.— 
New York Journal.

Dr. Kheiralla, author of the book, 
writes: "We fully believe in our great 
master, Jestis, the Christ, and in all his 
teachings; that he is the highest among 
all the creatnres in the great universe 
and that be is the first begotten eon of 
God, his agent and his mystery; the 
creator is his God and he is his dearest 
eon. But we know that our salvation is 
not through his death, but through the 
great mercy of the Father."

that no churches are required. Candi- 
dates for membership are taught in 
groups. After the teaching the mem- 
bers separate. The name of the sect is 
known only to those who have taken 
the full course.—New York World.

Eloctroia, a Subtle Matter That 


Make* Plant* Grow Vlilbly. 


Francis Rychnowski, a mechanical 


engineer of Lemburg, Austria, has dis- 
covered a strange and very subtle mat- 
ter which he has called "electroid" be- 
cause of certain affinity with electricity. 
Electroid, produced by a special appa- 
ratus built by the inventor, is obtained 
by the dissolution of certain matters 
under the influence of the electric cur- 
rent. It makes noise, and at the same 
time a refreshing scent and cool breeze 
are experienced. This discovery induced 
Mr. Rychnowski to make a machine ca- 
pable of refreshing the air to such a de- 
gree that those present during the ex- 
periment had the 'feeling that the win- 
dow was open, although this was not 
the case. Electroid is a very subtle mat- 
ter, but it seems to be a fluid, and it 
can be gathered and preserved, while, 
falling on a plate, it reflects in a shape 
of shining sheaves. The commission ap- 
pointed by the Austrian government 
to investigate this discovery reported 
that under the influence of electroid 
plants grow rapidly, and the buds of 
flowers unclose while one is looking at 
them. Electroid annihilates microbes, 
and thus preserves organic matter. 
These are physiological influences of 
electroid. 


Among mechanical phenomena the 


commission reported that the influence 
of electroid is not stopped even by a 
brick wall and glass—that it attract! 
solid bodies and makes them shine like 
moonlight—it makes them move and 
attract other bodies; finally, that it acts 
OD photographic plates and produces 
sharp and distinct lines, such as were 
formerly possible only with a very pow 
erful lens.—Boston Globe.

Robertson & O'Rourke, J. B. Harper 
and L. M. Nlnde & Sons, attorneys 
for the directors, contend in their de- 
murreis that the facts set forth in 
the petition "were utterly insufficient 
to constitute an action in bank- 
luptcy; that it does not say anything 
as to the nature of the organization 
of the defendants; that it does not set 
forth that they are not farmers, or 
persons engaged in the tilling of the 
soil, and that "the same is so indis- 
tinct 
and undecipherable that it 


would requiie an interpreter to in- 
foim the court what is intended to 
be alleged therein." The defendants 
allege that nil of them, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Gruber, are farmeis. 
There aie seventeen items in the de- 
murrer, most of them based upon 
technicalities. 


In their answers 'he directors as- 


sert that they do not understand cer- 
tain paragraphs of the petition; that 
they have not had a place of business 
in Foit Wayne, and that all of them, 
except Mi. Gruber and Mr. Schell, 
aie farmers: that the petitioners are 
not fully unsecured, as Mr. Evans 
holds securities in the sum of $10,- 
000, which securities he has not of- 
fered to surrender. 
They submit 


that they are not partners and that 
the notes on which petitions were 
made were against the J. F. Schell 
Loan 
and 
Investment 
company, 


which has already been declared a 
bankrupt. 


The 
answer 
submits that 
the 


money secured from the Colonial 
bank of Cleveland" w'as not a loan and 
the bank was not a'J&reditor, but that 
it had merely placid" the money in 
the hands of the company in accord- 
mice with the terms of a contract, 
and that the rescuing of the con- 
tiact had necsssitig^ ^the return of 
the .money. 'Shouidl^ia clause of the 
answer be fiustainetypiVreturn of the 
money to the Cleveland bank would 
not be an act of bankruptcy. 


It is also claimed,' j,n the answer 


that the defendants -were not liable 
on the notes involved, as they had 
signed them as 'agents and employes 
of the J. F. Schetl Loaii and Invest- 
ment company, which company is 
bankrupt. 
They say that the pay- 


ment by them of large sums in attor- 
neys' fees was not in anticipation of 
bankruptcy, but for their defense in 
a large number ot small civil suits. 


In the individual answers of the 


defendants it is claimed that Mr. 
Schell misrepresented, without the 
knowledge of themselves, the finan- 
cial condition of the directors and of 
the company. 
They also set forth 


that the peisons holding the notes 
of the company signed by the defend- 
ants took them in the expectation of 
mailing an unreasonable sum and 
"with usurious intent, as we are in- 
formed and believe.1' 


President Schell has filed his ap- 


pearance, but makes neither demur- 
rer noi answer to the petition, and 
his attorney, E. V. Harris, says he 
will not. 


Mr. Schell is improving in health 


and it is believed will soon be able 
to be out.

of the Situation.

Isobel Strong, a stepdaughter of Rob- 


ert Ltmis Stevenson, now resident in 
New York city, gent the New York 
Post a letter recently received fioni 
Samoa. The writer is Mr. H. .J.. Moora, 
an Americin who has lived in the is- 
lands for 30 years and is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the language and people 
of Samoa. Rewrites: 


"When 
I went aboard Admiial 


Kautz's ship, he informed me that I wan 
in a painful minority. When I assured 
him that the contrary was the case, 
and I was in flu overwhelming majori- 
ty, he appeared to be very much stir- 
prised.- Then I asked him if he had 
talked matters over with any one PJ- 


pt Tanu sympathi/ers, and he said 


he had not. 1 endeavored to give him 
such information as he would hear, but 
at every turn I found hiui ,so set in his 
ideas, nnd HO intent on making up a 
canst1 of quarrel, that finally I said. '1 
hope, sir, yon will not do any unjust 
thins or any cruel action.' He said hft 
had his orders and intended to carry 
them out whether 01 no. 1 do not think 
Admiral Kant/, who bud orders 1o in- 
vestigate matter? here, HHW n single 
peison outside those who were directly 
interested in aiding and abottiui; the 
Chaiubeis minority. There are white 
people here besides consuls; people who 
liave lived here tor year? and have their 
homes and families h<ne, who ardently 
wish for some sort of good government 
and who teel that any saciifice is cheap 
if the rule of another Malietoa can be 
avoided. 


"I do not think the admiral even pre- 


tended to inquire into matters. He it- a 
te«ty, dictatorial Fort of old chap, and 
has been flattered and goaded on to get- 
ting the United States into one of the 
most cowardly and scandalous of wais, 
without cause, object or reason. I firm- 
ly believe, had Captain White (cf "the 
Philadelphia) been here in charge in- 
stead of the admiral, theie would have 
been no w ar at all. Not a dollar's worth 
of property would have been sacrificed 
and no valuable lives lost. 


"The Mataafa natives have shown a 


biave and forbearing spirit, tip to now 
no white snail's property has been de- 
ployed, though they have been for days 
in possession of Mr. Qurr'n, Mr. Car- 
rnther'h and Mr. Chambers' premises. 
They have frequently taccd the machine 
Sims all night at close up range, thif ting 
eveiy minute so as not to be hit by 
tmi.uis who were lying in trenches not 
50 vuds away. 


"On Mnrcli 25 a strong force of saii- 


oi.s, both American and British, went 
up towaid Papaloloa with their machine 
gun. 
They marched directly through 


an anibn&h, past it, and on till they 
came within 300 yards of the big foit 
at Vailiuia. Of thi.« they learned and 
stopped shoit, not ieeling it safe to go 
farther. 
Then they returned again 


tlnongli the ambush, a quarter of a 
mile lower down, and pai-sed on with- 
out seeing any one. When the native.", 
who were in ambush, returned, they 
sud they did not like to kill the white 
men. as it would make the final settle- 
ment inoie difficult. 
But on April 1, 


when these same soldiers and sailors 
went ont toward Vaitele, looking.for a 
fight, they iorgot the lact that the Por- 
poise had, a few days earlier, cruised 
up and dowu the coast, shelling and 
burning the villages of Lanlii and Lo- 
tea nn w 


"The natives still occupy Mauiani, 


Vailiuia, Tanugainanono, Loptopa and 
other points within the mnnicipalitj, 
and, as iar as I can judge, after one 
month's operations, the fleet has sicconi- 
phi-bed nothing but destruction and 
needless slaughter. All for what pur- 
pose1' To uphold the decision of a third 
rate lawyer, which is evidently and 
conclusively wrong on the lace of it, 
and force a missionary divinity student 
as king upon the country which ia 
unanimously in favor ot Matania. 


"It is eiidenvoied to fasten the blame 


of all this tiouble upon the Germans. J 
know for a fact, ami no one knows bet- 
ter than I, that they have had nothing 
to do wi'h tho matter at all. They 
meiely asked that the matter be allowed 
to remain as it was until the powers 
could have time to investigate. 1 know 
that Heir Rose has been greatly ma- 
ligned and lied about. 1 am no friend 
ot his, tor I scaicely know him person- 
ally. I hsve not met him six times in 
my life, and then on business, but he 
is an able, conscientious man, who is 
struggling in the toils of misrepresen- 
tation. Onr old Consul Osborn hardly 
counts. He is a good old boy who ab- 
sorbs ever j story that comes alorr.;, and 
ieels bound to stand rrtiior tho mission- 
aries. (Needless to f,ay this does not re- 
fer to Mr. Lloyd Osbrntne.) 


"Tim? the man hunt goes. 
In this 


manner aie these poor people (and a 
biaver, kinder lot never lived as 
know who have been here half our 
lives,) diivcn on to destroy one another, 
because of a lawyer who has wrongly 
interpreted a treaty and decided that a 
90 per cent majority shall not rule. We 
hear that thousands of New Zealanderi 
aie anxious to come over and join in 
the slaughter 
What have these poor 


Samoans done to bring down all this 
tionble on their defenceless headsV"

pie. The costs amount to $61, and 
the city attorney recommended that 
the amount be paid and collected up- 
on the bond of the contractor. 


The montuly report of the water 


works tiustees was received and re- 
ferred to the committee on finances. 


The committee on rules, i emulations 


and oidinances reported favorably 
the ordinance governing the fire de- 
partment of the city. Ihey also re- 
potted favorably the ordinance pio- 
viding protection of fire hose aftei 
stiiking out the woid "except" and 
the last word of the first section. 
The ordinances 'were passed. 


The committee on stieets reported 


1. voittbly the ordinance for the pro- 
tection of sidewalks and lecommend- 
erl that the petition for a sidewalk on 
Killea street be referred to the board 
ot woiks. Recommendation approved 
and the ordinance passed. 


An oidinance prohibiting cows, 


hoises and other animals from run- 
ning at large within the corporate 
limits of the city, and providing for 
impounding, keeping and redemption 
theieof, was introduced by Council- 
man Hench 
It was lead the first 


and second time and leferred to the 
committee on lules, legulations and 
01 dinances. 


An ordinance was introduced by 


Councilman Buhr which prohibits 
traction 01 other engines or boilers 
being propelled over the streets of the 
city. The ordinance was referred to 
the committee on lules, legulations 
and ordinances. 


This does not include the steam 


ioilers used in laying street pave- 
ments. It imposes a fine of not less 
than $10 and not more than $100 for 
the violation of the ordinance. 


An oimnance to regulate the run- 


ning of locomotives and cais in the 
city ot Fort Wayne was introduced 
by Councilman Boikenstein. The or- 
dinance provides for the ringing of 
the bell on any locomptive wnile mov- 
ing in or through the city; regulates 
the speed to six miles an hour; pro- 
hibits the whistle from being sound- 
ed inside of the city limits unless to 
pi event accident; compels yardmas- 
ters to remove any animal killed by 
the cais within twelve hours after the 
the accident; prohibits allowing the 
stoam to escape from the cylinder 
cocks for a distance of 800 feet from 
any starting point nor to allow it to 
escape in crossing any street; pro- 
hibits the running of any locomotive 
01 tiain backwards, without a watch- 
man being in the rear of the train; 
piovides for the placing of sign- 
boards at street crossings; compels a 
conspicuous light to be placed on the 
foiwaid 
end of locomotives while 


tunning at night; prohibits trains 
standing on the Calhoun street cross- 
ing longer than a minute and three 
minutes on any other crossing of the 
city, or to interfere with a funeral 
ptoccssion. A fine of not more 'hati 
$100 is imposed for the violation of 
any section of the ordinance. 
The 


ordinance was referred to the 
m- 


imttee^n rules, regulations and or- 
dinances. 


Councilman O'Ryah introduced a 


resolution 'providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of three coun- 
cilman, with the mayor as the chair- 
man, to confer with the officers of th« 
long distance telephone to secure the 
free use of telephones between cities 


man Hench complained of the condi- 
tion of 
a sidewalk on East Main 


street near the Old Fort, and on East 
Columbia street near the bridge, and 
Councilman Haag also complained of 
sidewalks on Wilt street. A tesolu- 
tion was adopted instructing the city 
clerk to foimally call the board's at- 
tention to the matteis complained of.

bullets, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 


"Everything has been very quiet 


along the front, but some of the regi- 
ments have had a little skirmish now 
and then. Onr orders are not to fire un- 
less attacked, and it is hard on the boys 
to keep fi oin starting when they see the 
enemy only eight or 900 yards away. 
The insurgents shoot very high, which 
is it good thing for us. It has rained off 
and on the last three days, not very 
haul, but enough so as to make walking 
difficult.

He was a gieat deal 
sicker than 1, and as soon as we got 
away fiom the doctor and his dope we 
got well in no time." 


Hugo Brenke, son of F. M. Brenke of

and he'll start off on a run foi his place 
On the outskirts of the city the bamboo 
shacks burn every night and the crack- 
ling of the bamboo sounds just like reg- 
ular infantry firing 


"The streets in Manila aio very nar- 


row and filthy and the bnildmgs are all 
much alike. Scarcely a house is to be 
found without haired windows, and the 
missive lower stoiy of stone supports a 
light upper one of wood. This is the 
way they gnaid against earthquakes, 
which shake the island at times "

Mny Try to TelegrnpU Without Wires 


l<'rom Pike'* Penlt to Paris. 


Nikola Tesla, the wizard of electric- 


ity, arrived at Colorado Springs the oth- 
er day to spend three or four months in 
hard work from advantageous situa- 
tions on mountain heights ranging froni 
10,000 to 14,413 feet in altitude. He is 
in excellent health and spirits. 


"I have been preparing for a long 


lime to visit Colorado Springs," said 
Mr. Tesla. "1 have come to carry on a 
series of exhaustive experiments in 
wireless telegraphy. I find it necessary 
to investigate the higher strata of air, 
which I can well do in this altitude. I 
will also investigate electrical disturb- 
ances through the air and the earth. 
No, I shall not flash messages from 
Pike's Peak to Gray'a Peak, or Long's, 
or any other. 1 am here to work. It is 
not a pleasure. I am exceedingly busy. 
Life is short, and there is n great deal 
to be done. 1 shall attempt lo design an 
apparatus to be used everywhere in 
wireless telegraphy. 
Everything is 


crude yet. I hope to perfect it. 


"I must study the conditions of the 


upper air strata. There are great laws, 
and principles which 1 want. to study 
and command. When I master these I 
will attempt long distance signaling. I 
may send a message froin Pike's Peak tc 
Paris. In these high altitudes there is 
much to be learned. The electrical con- 
ditions are more active than at the low- 
er levels. The air is charged with elec- 
tiicity. I hope for favorable, results.", 


Au 80 foot steel tower has, been 


erected on the summit of Pike's peak, 
which, while disclosing 50,000 square' 
miles of mountain'and plain landscape 
to the tonrist, secures Tesla 14,328 feet 
altitude. Sunset and moonlight trains, 
as well as two or more regular day trips 
over the cog road, make the summit 
easily accessible to the electrician un- 
der varyjJDR conditions, which, other- 
wise he could not enjoy.

Francis Rychnowaki, a mechanical 


engineer of Lemburg, Austria," has dis- 
covered a strange and very subtle mat- 
ter which he'has called "electroid" be- 
cause of certain affinity with electricity. 
Electroid, produced by a special appa- 
ratus built by the inventor, is obtained 
by tho dissolution of certain, matters 
under the influence of the electric cur- 
rent. It makes noise, and at the aama 
time a refreshing scent and cool breeze 
are experienced. This discovery induced 
Mr. Rychnowski to make a machine ca- 
pable of refresbing the air to such a de- 
gree that thoso present during the ex- 
periment had the'feeling tbat the win- 
dow was open, although this was not 
the case. Electroid is a very subtle mat- 
ter, bnt ib seema to be a fluid, and1 it 
can be gathered and preserved, while, 
falling on a plate, it reflects in a shape 
of shining sheaves. The commission ap- 
pointed by tbe Austrian government 
to investigate this discovery reported 
that under the influence of electroid 
plants grow rapidly, and the buds of 
flowers unclose while one is looking at

them. Electroid annihilates microbes, ^^ai youTa"yoa wanTsomofehinK 
and thus preserves organic matter. 
These are physiological influences ol 
electroid.

Among mechanical phenomena the 


commission reported that tho innnonce 
of electroid is not stopped even by a 
brick wall and glass—that it attracta 
solid bodies and makes them shine like 
moonlight—it makes them move and 
attract other bodies; finally, that it acts 
on photographic plates and produces 
sharp and distinct lines, such as were 
formerly possible only with a very pow- 
erful lens.—Boston Globe.
